Egan decided that the court had no juris­ 
diction. It was this action that aroused 
the bitter feeling between the legislature' 
and the court. The sergeant-at-arms ami 
his assistants were called into court, asj 
was also Representative W alsh, in violas 
tion of the law granting members am* 
officers of the legislature immunity from 
arrest and summons iii certain actions* 
Considerable feeling was aroused iii both 
branches of the legislature, and the feed­ 
ing was strongly to favor of bringing 
articles of impeachment against Judge 
Egan, but when the decision of the court 
wa* rendered showing that as soon as Hie 
court was informed that the witnesses 
were officers and members of the legisla­ 
ture that the case had been dismissed, 
the matter of impeaching Judge Egan 
w as drooped.

N U M I S M A T I C S IN

t ’hina is tile paradise of the numis­ 
matist. Hie collations of cash, ac­ 
cording to Consul Edward Bedloe’s re­ 
port to the state department, quoted 
by the Philadelphia Bulletin, are some­ 
thing 
marvelous. 
They 
are 
rmall 
coins of bronze, brass, copper or silver, 
-ranging in intrinsic value from 1 -2 0 of 
a rent to 25 cents. The oldest of these 
coins on record appeared about 2,300 
B. C. Over 150,000 different kinds of 
cash are preserved in collections. Some 
are wonderful examples of coinage, 
but most of them are clumsy and 
coarse. The numismatist can work all 
his life, spend very little money and 
leave to posterity thousands of coins. 
All he neisls to do is to confine his 
work to the collection of cash, the 
small coins in brass and bronze, whose 
value ranges from l-10th to I-14th of 
a cent. Their workmanship varies, but 
is usually very good. Their shape to­ 
day is like that of European coins, with 
the exception that through tho conter i 
is a square hole through which the 
coins are strung together like beads. 
In the past, however, other forms were 
employed, including the square, trian­ 
gle. heart, clipse, shield, key, sword 
and spear. Hie number of kinds is 
simply immense. They are referred to 
in the literature as far back as 250 IU 
C. “’I’he earliest that I have heard of," 
says Cousul Bodloe, “dates from the 
Ts’in dynasty, which ruled front 255 
to 207 B. C. From that time until to­ 
day these useful little eoins have l»oon 
used by every monarch, no matter 
whether he was an enmeror of the en­ 
tire country or king of one of the potty 
principalities Into which, front time to 
time, the Chinese empire was broken. 
Thoro have been over 1,200 occupants 
of the various thrones, royal and im- J 
p**riRi. In addition to th<*se regular 
Issues, if such they may Is called. 'hero J 
have l*een special issues from time to 
time and also speed ti local issues. A I 
wealthy mandarin in Canton is said to I 
have the finest collection extant, con­ 
taining 25,000 specimens of different 
kinds.” 
j 
Hie cost increases as you go back- J 
ward in time. The cash of this century 
can Im.- secured at the nominal face J 
value. Those of the eighteenth and 
seventeenth centuries bring from I 
cont to IO cents each. Those of the I 
Han dynasties, from 200 to IOO A. D.. J 
bring HUO each when in fine state of 
preservation. 
These true antiquities 
are found in ancient tomlje and ruins. 
Several hundred were discovered in 
Amoy this year in digging a grave, 
when the laborers broke into an old J 
tomb several feet below the surface of J 
the soil. The coins lay in a pretty 
earthenware jar, and were encrusted 
with a thin laver of malachite that J 
here and there had l**en changed by 
moisture to azurite. The coins were 
sold by the lucky coolies in the uexi i 
twenty-four hours, and are said to 
have bronght $ 1 apiece, an immense I 
sum to men working for 12 cents a I 
day. To succeed in collecting cash a 
person must be a fine Chinese scholar. 
The labor thereby involved Is so severe I 
as to preclude most collectors from in- I 
•bilging in the pleasure to any great 
extent.

Deposits of Gold Known to Califor­ 
nia Priests n Century Ako. 
The discovery of gold in California 
has n*oontly called forth a good deal 
of discussion and also an especially In­ 
teresting story 
from 
Capt. W. IL 
Hiomes, president of the Society of 
California Pioneers. Capt. Tliomes, be­ 
fore ho t<M»k up his permanent resi­ 
dence in Boston, KjHuit many years In 
California, and is very much interested 
in the early history of th** gold discov­ 
eries. He says: 
“I am perfectly sat stied that the 
presence of gold in that region was 
known to the priests in 
the very 
earliest times. The priests, who were 
the first pioneers, were a pastoral peo­ 
ple. As missionaries they gained a 
wonderful influence over the native In­ 
dians. and gradually flooded the coun­ 
try with great herds of sheep and cat­ 
tle that roamed over ranges thousands 
of acres In extent. Hiese herds the In­ 
dians tended, and it was, therefore, the 
policy of tin* priests to keep the In­ 
dians in subjection. Every priest hail 
some practical trade which enabled 
him to utilize the labor of his converts 
building missions aud constructing pub­ 
lic works. Near San Bernard!na there 
are still r**iualus of an aqueduct that 
brought the water 
for 
ten 
miles 
through th** hills, so that it woul*I 
spout iqi I*1 ll*0 public courtyard, aud 
sup pile* I the people of tin* town. That 
aqueduct was made of small stones, 
laid in cement that Is to-day as hard 
as granite—harder than a n y cement 
that is now k n o w n . 
“The priests brought with them from 
Spain grape vines and orange rices, 
and they nought to bring peace and 
plenty to th** new land. They were 
wise, long-head**d men. and must have 
known of the existence of gold, but 
they also ku**\v the avtgriclousuess of 
' th** Spanish people 
llu-y 
reasoned 
that if the presence of the yellow metal 
should become known in Spain, hordes 
of growly adventurers would rush in. ; 
robbing, killing and ravishing; their I 
peaceful relations with the Indians 
would Im* broken off, the herds would j 
Im* scattered and th** supremacy of the 
priests themselves would Im* lost. This > 
supremacy was at its highest iii 17H5, 
when from th** mission at San Diego a 
chain of twenty-four missions w’as ex­ 
ten d ^ northward. Junipero Sera was 
priest-president of all the missions in 
Ca*.torn La, and was an intelligent, jM*r- 
scvering, enterprising man. He was ! 
not only instrumental In founding mis- I 
sion after mission, but he added to the 
herds thousands of sheep and cattie, j 
I imv** been six times to California, an*! ; 
have talk***! with pri**sts of all nation- j 
allties. Mexican, Spanish. Irish and j 
American, ami I am confident from I 
what they say tiiat Junipero Sera knew . 
a!*oiit the gold; but he was a singular . 
character, and nil***! with a hand of j 
steel, so that gobi was a word that no I 
on** dared to utter. II** had th** history j 
of Pent and other countries In his i 
mind, and he knew that an Influx of I 
gold hunters meant terror and destruc­ 
tion. and the failure of all his great 
plans.”

W a s h i n g t o n . 
The ten days’ statem ent issued by the 
treasury departm ent to-day gives the gold 
in the treasury as $100,575,000, a gain 
of $4,000,000 within the last ten days. 
The United Stntes consul at Rotterdam 
informs the state departm ent th a t there 
has not been a ease of cholera in R otter­ 
dam since November, 1892, or in the 
whole N etherlands since Jan. 12, IS1.>3. 
Ex-Sheriff Ceedy of 
Three Rivers, 
Mich., has been appointed head usher 
a t the W hite House, to till the vacancy 
caused by the death of Capt. E. I>ens- 
more. 
Secretary lloke Smith is m aking prep­ 
arations to carry into effect the act rati­ 
fying the agreem ent w ith the Indians, 
ceding to the government the Cherokee 
strip in the Indian T erritory. 
In a letter 
to Principal Chief H arries the secretary 
advises him as to w hat steps are neces­ 
sary’ to be taken on the part of the In­ 
dians and suggests that he call the na­ 
tional council together.

vestigation by the joint committee of the 
legislature into th** allege*! combination of 
coal dealers to keep up the priee of coal. 
Tit is committee was appoiut4*d in com- 
pliluce with a resolution introduced by 
Senator Donnelly and passed by both 
houses. 
Iu the course of their investiga­ 
tion. tli4* committee called several w it­ 
nesses, th** principal on**s being John J. 
Rhodes, manager of the Minnesota Ru- 
reau of 
Coal Statistics, and 
E. N. 
Saunders, manager of the Northwestern 
Fuel company. 
Mr. Rhodes’ books were 
seized by ordi r of the committee, and 
were found to contain very damaging 
testimony. 
An action in replevin was 
brought in the district court of Ramsey 
county la-fore Judge Egan by Rhodes to 
compel the return of the books. 
Judge 
Egan decided that the court had no juris­ 
diction. 
It was this action that aroused 
the hitter feeling between the legislature* 
and the court. The sergeant-at-arm s an*H 
his assistants were called into court, asj 
was also Representative W alsh, in vioia-j 
tion of the law granting members and 
offiecrs of the legislature immunity from 
arrest and summons in certain actions* 
Considerable feeling was aroused isi l»oth 
branches of the legislature, and the feel­ 
ing was strongly in favor of bringing 
articles of impeachment against Judge 
Egan, but when the decision of the court 
was rendered showing that as soon as the 
court was informed th at the witnesses 
were officers ami members of the legisla­ 
ture that tbe case had been dismissed, 
the m atter of impeaching Judge Egan 
w as dropped. 
The Mas* M eeting. 
The mass meeting was called to order 
by Hon. J. Ham Davidson, who acted us 
chairman. 
Short addresses were made by Senator 
Donnelly, Representative* 
Ives, F. L. 
Magliee and others. 
D onucJl) W arm ly Greeted. 
Senator Doumdly w as greeted with a 
great ovation. 
H e said: 
"I need not say I am ex**eedingly grati­ 
fied by this very kind and hearty recep­ 
tion. 
it almost forces me to the con­ 
clusion that 1 a:n the most popular man 
in this state—that is, between elections.” 
This was greeted with great applause. 
“F or twenty-three months out of two 
years you approve of w hat I do, and then

the twenty-fourth 
month.“ 
Calls of “next tim e.” 
"You are a splendid set of fellows on 
dress parade, but when I b*ad you into 
action you dissolve like Falstaff’s regi­ 
ment. 
\ cannot help but think that the 
curse of our country is its party politics. 
“There are two kinds of free govern­ 
ment, one the pure demo* ra* y they had 
in ancient Greece, where the people made 
lh»*ir laws in uu:*s meeting. 
W e cannot 
bring the 1,5<J0,660 people of Minnesota 
together, so we must adopt representative 
gov* rninent to make and execute our 
laws. The trouble in government is that 
the people get too far away from their 
representatives. They delegate the pow- 
r<* to them and then subside. 
It is only 
on rare occasions like this, when soi^e 
grieveauce oecurrs, htat they rouse up 
iu their w rath ami indignation. 
“ You present a spectacle here to-night 
that will be felt not only iu this state, 
but in every part of the United States. 
1 think that tills struggle has already 
yielded the most magnificent results. 
It 
lias helped to educate the whole people 
to th**ir lights. 
It has helped to elev.it© 
and dignify your legislature. The other 
day a judge In the courts of this city 
sat still and listened to an attorney 
denounce that legislature as thieves and 
anarchists, ami he had no word of ob­ 
jection 
or 
interruption. 
(Hisses.) An­ 
other judge drags a member of the iegis* 
lature over the coals for act* done on 
th* floor of the house of representatives. 
(Cries of “ Fire him.") The legislature 
represents the dignity ami majesty of 
thi* whole people and the right of a free 
people to make the laws that govern 
them. There are three branches of the 
stat** government: Legislative, executive 
and judicial. Nevertheless, the great bulk 
of the power rests with the legislative 
branch. 
"I say to-day, for the first time in 
raoiiy years, it is an honor, and a great 
honor, to l*e a member of the legislature. 
Rarely has there been assemble*! in the 
capital a nobler or abler hotly of men. 
"I doubt if a ls'.wycr would enter the 
kingdom of heaven unless there was a 
precedent for it in the M innesota reports.” 
Chairman Davidson—Lawyers all ex­ 
pect to go in on a mandamus. 
Mr. Donnelly—They are more likely to 
Is* 
taken 
out on a mandamus. * Ap­ 
plause. ) 


Mr. Donnelly continued in this strain: 
“The house of representatives has done 
the State of Minnesota prowl. 
Every 
hill and resolution that was presented in 
this m atter in that house went through, 
not only without a dissenting vote, but 
w ithout an opposing voire. My friends, 
w hat is the extent of this robbery ami 
w hat is the remedy for it? There are 
received at Duluth each year 1,860,006 
t*»ns of coal. A nthracite coal can be 
placed on the docks at D iluth at $3.50 
p**r ton and pay every interest a living 
profit.” 
He referred to the coal rates between 
D uluth and St. P aul and Minneapolis, 
and hoped that the legislature would 
pass a law reducing the ra res to 50 cents 
per ton, then the people of these cities 
could g**t coal at say $5 a ton. 
Mr. Donnelly intimate*! that John J. 
Rhodes would be in the bauds of the 
sheriff within tw enty-four Lours. 
He 
continued: 
"\Ye are alwut to inaugurate preceding* 
to prosecute this entire coal combine. 
W e propose to put the hand of the law- 
on the shoulders of E. N. Saunders, the 
chief of this great conspiracy.” 
Mr. H aw thorne, secretary of the citi­ 
zens’ committee, read the resolutions pre­ 
pared by the committee: 
"W hereas, 
Th*; legislature has under­ 
taken an investigation into the abnormal­ 
ly and unusually high price of coal and 
has prosecuted the investigation vigorous­ 
ly up to the present time; and 
"W hereas, It appears from the evi­ 
dence before the committee and other­ 
wise th a t a monstrous ard infamous 
combination exists for the purpose of 
raising, and that it has raised the price 
of coal to the consumer to the extent of 
about $2 per ton. and above any legiti­ 
mate profit, and that such profit does not 
accure to the benefit of the retail dealers 
in coal; and 
“ W hereas, It is mete th at the citizens 
of the Stat** of Minnesota, iu mass meet­
